under the Reign of a Factious King, who waded 
through civil Blood and Rapine to a Throne, in 
which he afterwards, ſupported himſelf, by deep 
Cunning and Artifice ; Pretending great Regard 10 
the Conſtitution in general, enacting many popular 
Laws, and granting to ſeveral Cities, artitolarty to 
this, forme excellent Charters. At the ſame time, 
that he uſed all imaginable means to collect and place 
all the Power of the many in the hands of the few; for 
the ſame Reaſon, that his Brother NERO, the Roman 
Tyrant, wiſhed, that all the reſt of Mankind had 
but one Head, that he might cut it off at one Blow.“ 
Thus Richard the third kept up a Faction in his Par- 
ment, even in every City, in every County in his 
Dominions; and placed as much of the Power of the 
whole, in the Hands of a few, as poſſible; as the 
ſureſt and moſt effectual expedient, by which he might 
in time get them entirely into his own Hands, and 
ſo bereave his Minions firſt, and then the whole 
People in general of their Sacred and ineſtimable 
Fatrimony, LIBERTY: For, popular Power and Free- 
dom could not, he knew, be conſiſtent with the Safe- 
ij and private Intereſt of an Uſurper, wlio owed all 
bis. Power and Grandeur to a blind, temporiſing,

kave"conftantly lain in Wait to poſſeſs themſelves of 
all the Treaſure, Power and Privileges of the whole 
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mercenary Fa#ien ;, the Handle which every-weak,

cious Eye; protracted the falling-on of the deſerved,

Tals King's Death probably prevented the Jury;

Tus next violent Step taken by our Guardians, the 
Aldermen, was under an other illegal Tyrant, who 
broke Faith with the true Friends and Aſertors of 
L1B:RTY ; and being ſecretly actuated by vain Glory 
and ſordid, ſelffÞþ Views, put on the Maſk of Liberty, 
Joined with the brave, the good, the great Hampnen, 
Pyw, and others; till he got him ſelf placed at the 
Tead of the Army; where, by the Dint of matchleſs 
Cunning and Hypocriſy, he ſo wrought upon the Minds 
of the Soldiery, as to make them the moſt violent En- 
zhufiaſts. With theſe, he ſought, not to complete 
the good Work, begun by the true PaTx 1oTs, to re- 
ſtore and reform the diffempered State; but, to get 
him ſelf into the Throne, whence he had juſt plucked 
an other Tyrant ; and by their Means, to overturn the 
national Conſtitution, in all Points, and to rule with- 
out the Titule, but with all the Pomp and Power of 
an abſolute Monarch, with a Mock-Parlement, choſen 
under the Influence of a Standing Army; who, by the 
Force of their Swords, afterwards culled the Members 
for the Purpoſes, and by the arbitrary Direction of 
their Aar .

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Sven was the Government of Erpiond, under the 


protectorate of Oliv ER CROM WEIL. It had the 


Name of a Common-Wealth, and retained ſomething 


of the Form of a popular Adminiſtration ; but, de-

Ix ſuch a Conjup@ure, it was, that a Faction among 


the Aldermen thought fit to fiſh in the turbid Waters. 


They took the Advantage of theſe direful Diſtracti- 
ons and Confuſions, and under the Sanction, probably, 
under the Guidance of the Government, ſet up a new 
Tribunal, a new Mode of Government in the City. 
This was to be compoſed of the Mayor and Table of 


Aldermen. They aſſumed a Power of meeting and 


fitting on every Monday, to conſult upon the Affairs 
of the City. They inlarged their aſſumed Power, by 


taking upon them to tranſa& the proper Buſineſs of 
the Aſſembly, without conſulting, or regarding the 


now diſperſed Commons and broken Citizens. They 
ſet up a Journal in the Year 1658, called, the Mon- 
day-Book.

times been an Alderman, without any Check, Re- 
ſtraint, or Direction of the Commons, or Citizens, or 
without admitting the Commons to inſpect, or view 
them, even when they were quoted by the Aldermen 
againſt them; yet, are they now ſet. up, as the prin- 
eipal Records, the very Archives of the City. In 
them are promiſcuouſly entered, the Elections of all 
the Magiſtrates, Officers and Servants of the City, 
for the maſt Part; as well before, as ſince the New- 
Rules. - And he, that fearches no further, might con- 
tentedly take theſe for the true and legal Records of 
the City. But, I ſhall ſhew their proper Weight and

Fos ſome Time, the Cromwellian Aldermen ruled 
the City, as abſolutely, as the Government permitted 
them, and with very little Regard to the Commons or 
Citizens. At the Reſtoration, they readily changed 
Sides, hid their diſloyal Monday-Books, and ran in 
with the Deluge of Immorality, Irreligion, Corrup- 
tion and Slavery, that attended that abandoned Pro- 
fligate, Charles the Second, from his Infancy, to his 
Exile, from his Exile, to his Coronation, and- from 
his Coronation, to his.

with the Commons and Citigens; which ſilenced their 
Murmurs: For, although the Aldermen met. weekly, 
and therefore received the Propoſals, or Petitions. of 
Suiters, or Candidates, and determined, or choſe, as 
much as in them lay, and accordingly entered * 
Determination, or Election in their private Journal, 
or Monday-Book, wherein an Entry could bind the 
Board alone; yet, it is evident, that all ſuch Deter-. 
minations and Elections were, in ſome ſubſequent 
Aſſembly, ſubmitted to the Approbation of the Cam- 
mons, who uſually met, but quarterly; without which, 
the Acts of the Board could not, before the New- 
Rules, bind any, but themſelves ; and therefore, 
could not, as corporate Ads, be entered on the Aſſem- 
bly-Rolls, which are the only authentic Records of cor- 
porate Acts, which mult bind alike, al Members of 
the Community, 

To make this Matter more plane, it is neceſſary to 
inform you, that ſince the Year 1658, the Elections 
of all Magiſtrates, . Officers, and Servants of the 
City, are, for the moſt Part, entered in the NOR

Ar this Time, it is not to be forgot, that good old 
Alderman Bux rox went ſeveral Times to London, at his 
own Expence, and at the Hazard of his Life, to ſollicit 
the Freedom and Rights of his City and his Country.

I had a Committee called for the Purpoſe, in Atdrich's 
Mayoralty, and had the then Recorder's Opinion upon 
theſe Minutes, before the Committee, He aſſured 
us, that theſe Papers under Colonel Berry's Hand and 
Seal, muſt ſet aſide his Anſwer, and make out our 
Titule to our Eſtate. Yet, as a Common-Council- 
Man, I thought it but juſt to relinquiſh the Advantages 
to which every Diſcoverer of unknown, or alienated 
City Lands, 1s intituled, I defired ſomething to be 
granted to the Owner of the Papers, which was ob- 
tained, on his conſenting to depoſite them in the 
Tholſel- Office. But, I have never ſince heared, that 
apy Step has been taken towards the Recovery of this 
Suit, notwithſtanding their being poſſeſſed of ſuch 
full clear and concluſive Evidence.

Tux Committee that now has the greateſt Power, 
and the Management of the largeſt Revenue, is that 
of the Ballaſt-Ofice.

Tuis Faction bore boundleſs ſway, till glutted with 
Exceſs of Power, and Wine, at a City Banquet, in 
the Mayoralty of the Head of the preſent prevailing 
Faction, they were forced to diſgorge both. And 
now, Power, as fickle, as Fortune, has again, quite 
changed ſides. How this Faction will rule, time only 
can diſcover. But, from the lately diſcovered Mea- 


ſures of the Leaders, it is ſtrongly ſuſp:&ed to be

Thus, whoever conducted this Affair, was well 
prepared to cloſe a Bargain.

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diſappointed in his nomination of me, and fo angry; 
at finding his ' Apothecary daring to riſe above, what 
he judged, the ordinary pitch of his Profeſſion, and 
giving oppoſition to his Superiors and Benefactors, 
that he allo grew outragiouſly angry and ſoon after, 
moſt indecently, diſmiſſed me his Service. | 
Uron this and ſome further Oppoſition to the 
Meaſures of the Gentlemen of the Board, all my 
Friends were ſet upon me, to make me deſiſt.
